Leading Member of 
Chicago Bar Dies After 


HEARD IN BIG SUITS 


John Jacob Herrick, senior member of 
the long established law firm of Herrick, 
Allen & Martin, and a member of the Chi- 
cago and University clubs, died yesterday 
at his residence, 45 East Schiller street, 
after a short illness rrom pneumonie. 

Mr. Herrick was one of the oldest and 
most distinguished members of the bar, 
and had taken part in many notable lega) 
cases in Chicago. He was often heard 
before the Supreme court in Washington 
in epoch making cases. 

Among the cases for which lawyers will 
remember him were the big clash of east- 
ern, English, and Chicago capital in the 
stock yards fight and the case involving 
the constitutionality of the act authoriz- 
ing extension of boulevards over the wa- 
ters of Lake Michigan and the rights of ri- 
parian owners under the act. 


Mr. Herrick was born at Hillsboro, Tm., 
May 25, 1845, of English ancestry. His 
great-grandfather, Jacob Herrick, was 
an officer in the continental army. He 
was the son of Prof. William B. Herrick 
of the chair of anatomy and materia 
medica in Rush Medical college. He at- 
tended public and private achools in Chi- 
eago and was graduated from Bowdoin 
college'in 1866. In 1868 he wae qrasveted 
from the Chicago Law echool..... 

After practicing alone for ten vente tee. 
Herrick formed a partnership with Wirt 
Dexter, one of the eminent lawyers of the 
country, and in 1880 they were joined by 
Charles L. Alien.

“I admire every man’s professional! | 
duty, but I -would not like to be guided . 
by every man’s professional duty. .It is 
time, therefore, that we attempted at 
any rate to apply the standards of our. 
‘own situation and of our own life to this 

great question of nationa) defense. 


What America. Must Guard. 

“What is it that we want to défend? | 
I do not think I have to answer that 
question for you. It-is in your own 
thought. We want to defend the life of 
this nation against any sort of interfer- 
ence. We want to maintain the eq 
right of this nation as against the actions 
of all other nations,-and we wish to main- 
fain the peace and unity of the western 
hemisphere. There are things to defend, | 
and in their defense sometimes our * 
thought must take a great sweep even 
beyond our own borders. 

“ These are very great things to defend, 
and wherever they are attacked AMerica 
has at least the duty of example, has at 
least the duty of such action as it is pos- 
sible for her with self-respect to take, in 
order that these things. may not be 
neglected or thrust on one side. 

“ And so it seems to me that the thing 
that we are in iove with in America is 
efficiency, not merely business efficiency, 
not merely ¢fficiency in manufacture and 
the professions, not merely the raising of 
great ctops and ihe getting of our treas- 
ure out of the bowels of the earth and the:

the things that are most useful to civili- 
zation—that - efficiency merely . underlies 
and furnishes a foundation for something 
a great deal bigger than that.

“When 1. reflected what I should say 
to a body of women about military pre- 
parednees for natiicnal defense,”’ Mr. Wil-

“It is my conception that as the gov- 
etnment of the United States had done 
2 deal, though even yet probubdly 
aot quough to promote agricultura! edu- 
cation in this country, it ought to do-a 
great deal to promote industrial education 
in this country, and that along with thor- 
ough going industrial and . vocational 
training it is perfectly feasible to instruct 
the youth of the land in the mechanism 
and use of arms, in the sanitation of 
camps, in the more rudimentary principles 
and practices of modern warfare, and so 
not to bring about occasions, such as we 
have sometimes brought about, when 
upon a sudden danger, youngsters were 
summoned by the preclamation of the 
president out of every community, who 
came, crude and green and raw, into the 
service of their country, infinitely willi 

ut also wholly unfitted for the great 
Physical task which was ahead of them. 
'No nation can waste its youth like thet, 


_ Must Create Force at Once. 

“ A Ration like this should be ashamed 
to use an, inefficient instrument when it 
can make its instrument efficient for 
averything shat it needs to employ it for, 
and it can do it along with the magnify- 
ing and ennobling and quickening of the 
tasks of peace. But we have to create 


these things, ard we cannot at prese 
wait for the slower processes. 

“We must go at once to the ‘task of 
training a very considerable bedy cf men 
to the use of arms and the life of camps, 
and we can do so upon one condition, and 
one condition only.

“ But I am not afraid that it is going 
to be all debate; Iam not afraid that noth- 
ing is going to come ont of it; I am 
not afraid that we shall fail to get 
“ut of it the most substantial and 
satisfactory results; and certainly 
when I talk a great déal myself ‘J 
am not going to be jealous of the other 
having a chance to talk als. But 
we are talking to get at the finel analysis 
of the case, and.the final proof and dem- 
onstration of what we ought to do.”

“ What a year.ago was incredible has 
now happened and the world is so in the 
throes of this titanic struggle that no part 
of it is unaffected. You know what is 
happening, you know that by a kind of 
improvidence which ought to be very un- 
characteristic of America we have neg- 
lected for several generations to provide 
the means to carry our own commerce 
on the seas, and therefore, being de- 
pendent upon other nations for the most 
part to carry our commerce, we are de- 
pendent upon other nations now for the 
movement of our commerce when other 
nations are engaged in the grip of war. 

‘So that every natural impulse of our 

peaceful life is embarrassed and impeded 

by the circumstances of the times, wher- 
ever there is contact there is apt to be 
friction. Wherever the ordinary rules of 
commercé at sea and of international re- 

lationship are apt to be thrust aside or’ 
ignored there is danger of the more criti- 

cal kind of controversy. 


‘Difficult’ to Maintain Peace. 

“ It fills me with a very strange feeling 
sometimes, my fellow citizens, when it 
seems to be implied that I am not the 
friend of peace. If these gentlemen could 
have sat with me reading the dispatches 
and handling the questions which arise 
every hour of the twenty-four they would 
have known how infinitely difficult it has 
been to maintain the peace, and they 
would have believed that I was the friend 
of peace. But I also know the difficul- 
ties, the real dangers, dangers not about 
things that I can handle, but about things 
that’ the other parties handle, and  Com- 
not contro] them.

“Forget Self-Interests.” 

The president then made an appeal that

“ Our peers are the men who have spent 
their great energies outside the harrow 
circle of their own self interest and who 
have seen to it that the great largess ot 
intellectual effort is given for the bene-.

“For my own part I am very much 
stirred by every sight that I get of the | 
flag of the United States. I did not use 
to have that sentiment as I have it now, 
but if you stood in my place, ladies and 
gentlemen, and felt that in some particu- 
lar and unusual degree the honor of that 
flag was intrusted to your keeping, how 
would you feel? Wouldnt’ you feel that 
you were a sort of trustee for the ideals 
of America? Wouldn't you feel that you 
ought to go out and seek counsel of your 
fellow citizens as to what they theught 
America ought to be, what they thought 
you ought to do honorably and perfectly 
to represent America? Wouldn't you feel 
that if anything were incumbent upon 
you more than another it was to under- 
stand what that flag stands for? That 
flag was originally stained in very pre, 
cious blood, blocd spilied not forany time, 
not for any smail controversy over na- 
tional matters, but in order that a little 
body of 8,000,000 men in America might 

makt suré-that no man was their master.

Field Marshal Lord French’s eldest son, John 
Richard Lowndes French, the heir to his new 
fledged viscounty, has just been given a cap- 
taincy of the Royal artillery, his appointments 
as second and first Meutenant of that force being 
all‘ gazetted on the game day—namely, Dec. 381 
last. 
This does not mean that young French has 
received a captaincy out of a clear sky, as a 
piece of favoritism, and it may be as well to 
explain that he has already served as a subajtern 
in his father’s old regiment, the Nineteenth hus- 
sars. The latter are now, I believe, in. the Bal- 
kans, and as captain of the Royal field artillery 
young French will be nearer home. : 
He has just been married in London to Olivia, 
daughter of the late Maj. Gen, Thomas John, an 
adopted daughter of the widowed Countess of 
Charlemont, whose fortune she will inherit. Lady 
Charlemont, who makes her home at Bath, is a 
rich woman, as she inherited all the unentailed 
property of her husband, the late Earl of Charle- 
mont. 
His earldom became extinct when he died. But 
his viscounty, along with the entailed property, 
passed to his cousin, the late Viscount Charle- 
mont, the entailed property including the Irish 
Coney island, on Lough Neagh, in County Armagh. 
Incidentally it may be mentioned that Lord 
French has excited criticism by selecting the 
name of Ypres to be borne in conjunction with 
his title, which is that of Viscount French of 
Ypres. 
In the first place, Ypres is the name of a for- 
eign city, forming part and parcel of Belgium, 
and it seems that he neglected to ask or to 
obtain the consent of King Albert, or of the lat- 
ter’s government, in the matter. 
Then, too, there is a question as to who really 
won the battle of Ypres, and the widow of the 
French General Moussy 
has already sent let- 
ters to the French and 
English press protest- 
ing against what she 
denounces as a usurpa- 
tion on the part of 
Lord French, insisting 
that it was her hus- 
band who, coming to 
the relief of the Brit- 
ish at Ypres, arrested 
the German advance 
on Oct. 31, 1914, receiy- 
ing on the same night 
the enthusiastic verbal 
thanks of Gen Sr 
las Haig. — 

She adde that again on DL 6 it was Gen. 
Moussy and his troops who, when the Germans 
endeavored to pierce the line at Ypres, saved the 
day by capturing Hill No. 6, thus making the 
march to Calais impossible, and quotes in sup- 
port of her claim a letter addressed by Gen. Sir 
Douglas Haig, now the generalissimo of the Brit- 
ish forees in France, dated Jan. 2, 1915, thanking 
Gen. Moussy for Ypres, and adding, “It was

the protruding abdomen, the double chin, 
the thick neck, and the bulging cheeks 
that deform the figure and hamper the 
usefulness of the fat man. 
No dogmatic rule can be laid down as to 
what a man’s weight should be at 30, 
judged solely by his height. He may 
be six feet tall and slim with a small body, 
long legs and long neck, or he may be 
five feet eight inches tall, with a large 
body, broad shoulders, normal length 
of legs and neck. To make the tall man 
weigh as much as the short man in com- 
parison to his heigtt would load him 
down with useless and burdensome fat. 
When the form is nicely rounded by fat 
every addition is a hindrance to efficiency 
and tends toward degeneration of tissue. 
It must be remembered that fat people 
are fat inside as well as outside. Layer 
upon layer of fat, over, upon, and sur- 
rounding the internal organs, compress 
them within ever-narrowing limits as it 
increases, and to their serious detriment. 
It can be easily understood that the heart. 
in its narrow environment, with each beat 
seventy-two times a minute, has its duty 
increased if it be compelled to lift with 
each pulsation one, two, or three pounds 
of fat. That alone must help to wear it 
out prematurely. As fat increases it 
becomes mixed in between and among 
the muscular fibers and tends toward 
their degeneration. 

~~ 
At 380 our comfortable man can and 
should be awake to his tendency in this 
direction, for he can then easily adopt a 
habit of diet that, togetHer with exercise. 
will keep his weight where itis ard where 
it should remain. Men who labor hard 
in the open air rarely become ‘oo fat; 
hence exercise in the open air is helpful in 
keeping down weight. 
There are foods that do and foods that 
do not produce fat. First on the list of 
foods that are fattening are fats and oils. 
By fats are meant butter, butterine, 
cream, and cream cheese; all fat meats, 
including poultry and fish; all gravies, 
oils such as salad oil and that con- 
tained in olives and many kinds of nuts. . 
The above articles are not prohibited, 
but they are all fat producers to the map 
who assimilates them readily, and he 


he may use without gaining weight. 
Next in order as fat producers are the 
starchy foods, such as potatoes (except 
new potatoes), sweet potatoes, and all 
kinds of bread. Next and last we will 
mention “sugar, which means candies, 
table sugar, and all sweetened food, such 
as cake, pastries, and puddings. 
The man of 30 who is already rounded 
out with fat should learn to limit these 
foods to his need and not go beyond it. 
All lean meat, most vegetables.. either 
cooked or raw, and substantially all fresh 
fruits are not specially fattening. Cooked 
fruit should be sweetened sparingly, if 
eweetened at all. 

d i. 
In addition to making the right selec- 
tion of food, the quantity should or must, 
be limited to the actual need. Those who 
are endeavoring to limit their diet fre- 
quently raise the question of the advisa- 
bility of two meals a day instead of three. 
The custom of taking three mea!s a day 
has centuries of time back of it, and 
should not be lightly discarded. If one 


should eat as much in two meals as 


in three nothing will have been gained 
All things considered, it is better for our 
hearty man of 30 to follow the time hon- 


limiting the quantity to his need. 

Little is to be gained by outlining spe- 
cific articles of food foreach meal. The 
hearty, vigorous man needs to fill him- 
self up with food at least once a day, and 
he can do it without gaining flesh if he 
will fill up on nonfattening foods which 
will appease his appetite and satisfy him. 
Aside from certain vicious habits that 
all, even the victims themselves, condemn 
there can be little doubt that more men 
are deprived of their vigor and place their 
usefulness in Jeopardy by injudiciouseat- 
ing than by overwork. Only a minority 
become overfat. At thirty the majority 
of men are jean and remain lean all their 
lives. Many of them are in good health 
and with an even chance they will retain 
their efficiency longer than the man whose 
movements are hampered with extra fat. 
Too large a number are victims of so- 
called dyspepsia, a wholly preventable 
ailment. There is not space here to dis- 
cuss the whole question of indigestion: 
but it must be stated that substantially 
all digestive troubles have their origin 
in overeating or injudicious eating. 


The first thing for a dyspeptic to do Is 
to cut his daily quantity of food in half. 


.He should omit all pastries and neariy 


all sweets. He should eat sparin 
starchy foods and fats: he may shown ig 
wheat bread or cracked wheat porridge. 
Green corn or canned corn, the hull of 
which is not digested but Passes on into 
the large bowel, helps form bulk and re- 
lieve constipation, to which this class is 
addicted. The skins and seedsof a}! kinds 
of fruits and many’ kinds of nuts help in 
the same way. / 

A goodly supply of water shouldbe tak- 
en, but not too much, It i# possible to 
drink too much water. 

Many of this class are hungry, or at 
least have a craving for food, but they 
should not gratify it. An excess of food is 
what has caused the craving, ‘For the 
first week of this kind of treatment, in-

best known names in modern Russian literature are Tur 
genieff, Tolstoi, Dostoievsky, and, at a great distance of 
achievement, Gorky and Tchekoff. Ivan Alexandrovitch 
Gontscharoff is not a favorite of the American public and 
he is not one of the sublimely great poets. He has not re- 
vealed a new vision to humanity ; his name is not a landmark 
of progress. But he has written one novel which may be 
called a finished masterpiece— Oblomov.” lomov is a 
young squire, a man with a crystalline soul, high soaring al- 
truistic intentions, and an invincible antipathy against prac- 
tical work. The famous critic Dobroljuboy said that Gont- 
scharoff had written the diagnosis of the national Russian 
disease, and he called it ““Oblomovtchina.”. Oblomov has one 
passion, and that is to doze. One day he pulls himself to- 
and bids his valet clean the mattress and the bed thoroughly so that he 
may get rid of'the bugs. “Gracious me!” grumbles the servant; “ what sort of 
sleep will that be, without bugs?” Oblomov inherited this apathy from his father, 
who is in debt up to his ears but never tries to improve the situation. “If the 
tend wills it we shall muddle through,” he says, and everything goes the old way. 
Oblomov himself groans whenever any demand is made on his time. ‘“‘ When shall 
I live?” he cries with as much passion as is given him by nature. He thinks time 
jg wasted that is spent in working. His pleasure is to dreain, and he likes to 
dream of noble minded activity for others’ sake, ’

SIDE of this Russian Hamlet we see an energetic German; aside of the 

fat, phlegmatic failure a paragon of efficiency, “ nothing but bones, mus- 

cles, and nerves, like an English thoroughbred.” Wherever the German 

comes he creates prosperity and life, while under the Russian régime 
human beings, animals, and things seem to lie in a,leaden sleep. The Russian 
becomes demoralized, the German advances steadily. What is the reason? On 
the one side hard and practical work, on the other one “ Oblomovtchina,” an ori- 
ental submission to fate. 

This German type can be found in Turgenieff’s and Tolstoi’s novels, too, but 
we must not believe that the Russians like the Gernmians. There is no sympathy 
between the two nations. The dynasties have been connected through marriages, 
intimate friendship, and political considerations. One of the last utterances of 
Wiliam I. was: “ With Russia you must be on good terms.” He said this to 
Bismarck, but he thought he was speaking to his grandson. The German intel- 
jectuals admire Russian art and literature, but the average German and the aver- 
age Russian have very little in common. : 

Does Russia still suffer from the disease which Gontscharoff tried to cure or 
at least to improve? If I am not mistaken the country has made tremendous 
progress toward civilization. I confess that I state this’ with contending fecl- 
ings; the new Russia will lose in romantic interest what she gains in liberty and 
comfort. But we cannot demand Russia to stand pat for the higher satisfaction 
of our esthetic needs. : 
: eS ¢.: 

EVERAL times the Germans thought that Russia was definitely smashed 
and the Russians always came back, stopped, resisted, and even attacked 
the enemy. They showed not only the traditional doggedness of defense 
but much greater power of offense than most of us expected, and Germany 
recognized what the “ Russian danger” will mean in fifty years, not alone to her- 
self but to the entire western Europe, The Russian armies have kept their stand 
since the discarding of Grand Duke Nicholas, too, so their performance was not 
aplusively due to his fierce energy. , 
_ The grand duke has been misjudged, particularly by those German papers 
which use the rather clumsy tactics of depreciating the enemy without discrimi- 
nation. To his influence on the czar Russia owes the manifesto of October which 
proclaimed the constitution. Since Peter the Great he is the most impressive 
character of the Romanoff family. His hands are clean, he is an indefatigable 


Worker, and he has disciplined the officers with q rod of iron. He granted the 


Poles home rule, unrestricted autonomy of administration, without heeding the 
misgivings of the Petrograd government. In Galicia he compelled the officers to 
pay for everything in gold, forbade all pillage, and insisted that the soldiers regard 
themselves as liberators and not as conquerors. In Bukowina he flattered the 
Roumanians whenéver he could. 

All this was very clever and we may doubt whether the defeats he suffered 
were entirely his fault. Military history will decide whether he was a great gen- 
eral or not; the newspaper strategists who speak of him slightingly are ridiculing 
themselves without knowing it. What can be said about his shortcomings with a 
certain degree of safety is that he did not consider carefully enough the econom- 
‘eal situation of the country. His will power was admirable, but his insight did 


not equal it. Hundreds of trains he had run in one direction on the same tracks; 
if the trains at the point of their destination incumbered the tracks they were 
thrown off the rails, burned, or blasted. The result was that right at the begin- 
ning of the war there was a lamentable shortage of cars. This is only one of 
many instances. ; 

It is perhaps one of the most praiseworthy features in German militarism 
that the general staff works with such a thorough understanding of economical 
conditions. But a country which has gerierals of the grand duke’s type and keeps 
up fighting in such a difficult condition as the present one is fairly on the way of 
overcoming the disease of “ Oblomovtchina.”

O a great degree Russia owes this progress to the agrarian reform which 
Stolypin inaugurated through the law of Nov. 5, 1915. Up to 1861 the 
peasants had been serfs; then they were emancipated, but this emancipa- 

tion was far from being unalloyed bliss. Every nobleman had to give his 
peasants a certain amount of land, but this land was not to be their private prop- 
erty; it remained the common property of the village. This institution, called 
“ mir,” was considered for a long time the palladium of Russian ills, and the idea 
of abolishing it seemed sacrilegious until during the revolts after the Russ0- 
Japanese war the government found out that the peasants were politically abso- 
lutely unreliable. They followed any propagandist who promised them more land. 

Then the late prime minister, Stolypin, resolved to abolish the communist 
rural system and to found the agrarian constitution on private property, as it is 
in Germany. Every peasant received as his own the lot he had cultivated and the 
arrangement was made so that this lot was coherent and big enough for his needs. 
On April 1, 1915, this change had been agreed to by the owners of 5,180,000 
farms, almost half of the farms in European Russia. In 2,500,000 farms the 
change had already been effectuated. The idea of this reform was economical and 
political. As long as the land was common property the peasant had little inter- 
est in exerting himself. The average amount of rural products was so small that 
after the payment of the taxes and deduction of the seed corm there was net 
enough left for the nourishment of the people. The Russian export in grain was 
only possible by constant underfeeding of the population. This will change 2s 
soon as the peasant has been the proprietor of his lot for a certain number of 
years. A tremendous strengthening of Russia’s economical situation might have 
been expected if the war had not interrupted this great reform. 

Politically Stolypin’s aim was to make the peasant a pillar of the state, a 
partisan of conservatism. And his psychological calculation was not wrong. 
What the Russian covets is land, and this is one of the reasons why the war 
against Germany was so popular when it began. But it was foolish to begin it, 
because a country like Russia can wait and in another ten years the agrarian 
reform would have been accomplished. It is a tremendous enterprise and might 
be likened to Bismarck’s insurance legislation, which the Italian minister and 
financier Luzzatti characterized with the words: “ It is the work of a Cyclops.” 
A nation which starts undertakings like this will hardly fall a victim to “ Oblo- 
movtchina.” 3

HE population of this gigantic empire is augmenting so rapidly that there 
T is no similar phenomenon in present times. From 1870 to 1915 the num- 
ber of inhabitants of Russia has nearly doubled. In 1870 it amounted to 
80,000,000, in 1896 about 125,000,000, and today it is over 170,000,000, 
This is an increase which may seem frightening to Russia’s neighbors. Russia is 
suffering from a monomatia of expansion. What Napoleon was as an: individual 
Russia is as a nation—insatiable in its greed for conquest. Of course her pres- 
sure will go along the line of least-resistance. If Japan succeeds in organizing 
China into a strong military power the east will be prohibited to Russia, and 
Germany will have to be ready for another assault. Of course the pro-allies will 
say that the Germans assailed Russia. I am not going to point out such senti- 
mental arguments as the well known German love of peace, etc. I shall only say 
that if the Germans had intended to go to war with Russia they would have 
been clever enough to reconcile the Prussian Poles first, or to try at least to 
win them. But they did nothing of the sort, and this omission proves better 
than a solemn oath that William II. finally remembered the advice of his dying 
grandfather, “Take care to be on good terms with Russia,” which he sorrily 
neglected when he allowed Bismarck’s successor not to renew the treaty with 
Russia in 1890. eed | 
_ The Germans know that unfriendly relations with Russia imply the greatest 
danger. Russia may be beaten but she cannot be conquered. Space, climate, and 
numbers protect her. Even the old. Russia, the one which suffered from Oblomov- 
tchina, was invincible, but there is another, a fairly modernized Russia, the Rus- 
sia of Stolypin, Krivochein, and Witte. Those who say that Grand Duke Nicho-

F all the various campaigns of the war none 
has been at once so baffling to follow and so 
little discussed as the British invasion of 
Mesopotamia. In a vague sort of fashion the 
world has recognized that the expedition had some 
bearing upon the defense of India, upon the integrity | 
of Turkey—its progress has been reported in the bul- 
letting, its failure duly chronicled, and the possible 
disaster to the original forces mentioned. Yet for 
the most part Mesopotamia has been a hidden field 
and the adventures of a British army in the land of 
the Garden of Eden have been generally ignored. __ 

Yet the British went to the Euphrates and Tigris 
With a distinct purpose. They had, indeed, several 
purposes to serve, and at one time they seemed to be 
within hailing distance of a great success. This was 
when their army was within ten miles of Bagdad and 
the union jack seemed about to be raised over the 
Giy of the Caliphs. , 

First of all in the British reckoning was the Ger- 
Maa ambition to make the Bagdad railroad the ave- 
nue of approach to India, and more immediately to 
Persia. Before the war Germany and Britain had 
timost reached an agreement on the Bagdad railway.

The partition of Turkey would have begun, had the 
British succeeded and the Arab responded, long be- 
fore any German troops could have been sent by rail 
to the Syrian and Mesopotamian fields, because at 
the earliest the tunnel through the Taurus cannot be 
finished before next summer. 

Once an Arab state was created in Mesopotamia 
and Syria, the remote danger of a German attack 
upon India, of the now pressing peril of a Teuto- 
Turk drive to Suez, would have been removed. The 
Turk would have lost not alone territory but the pos- 
session of Mecca and the primacy in Islam. 

As the campaign developed the possibility of co- 
operating with the Russians who were endeavoring 
to drive the Turks put of Persia was realized, and 
perhaps supplied the chief incentive to push the cam- 
paign as far north as Bagdad. 

From Bagdad there runs north and east the main 
highway to central Persia, the route by which arms, 
ammunition, and agents were sent to stir up activity 
among the Persians, which made itself felt in annoy- 
ing fashion upon the Russian frontier. ; 

Could the British take Bagdad they would not 
merely get a hold upon the railway, one section of 
which connects Bagdad with Mosul, to the north, a 
section now mainly completed; they would aot mere- 
ly produce a profound impression upon the Arab 
world which might lead to an Arabic revolt, but they 
would hold.one of the two roads to Persia. 

They would at Bagdad be able, too, to stretch out 
a hand to the Russians operating on the headwaters 
of the Euphrates, in the direction of Erzerum, and 
conceivably by exerting pressure to the south facili- 
tate the rescue of Armenia from‘ the Turkish assas-

If the Arabs did revolt, if the whole of the Mesopo- 
tamian region were conquered, it was clear from the 
outset Great Britain would score heavily against 
Turkey. But if the Arabs did not rise at once, if the 
expedition failed, it was equally clear that British 
prestige in the far east would be shaken—that all 
thought of insurrection would disappear among the 
Arabs and they would join with the Turks against 
the infidel invader, who was not only infidel but un- 
successful. 

The failure in Mesopotamia is, of course, one of 
the inevitable incidents of the war. Austrian inva- 
sion of Serbia in 1914 ended in a far more terrible 
disaster at the Jedar and in 1915 about Valievo. 

Yet there is no mistaking the fact that the Meso- 
potamian, like the Gallipoli, failure reveals the total 
lack of prior appreciation of the magnitude of the 
task undertaken and the relative paucity of available 
resources. 

In Gallipoli the British began ‘2 campaign for 
which they still lacked sufficient troops because the 
failure of the fleet seemed to necessitate immediate 
land action. But the fleet attack was undertaken 
without regard for land aid, and failed because there 
was lacking a landing force to complete its work. 

In Mesopotamia what was at first a mere cam- 
pnign to protect oil wells and cover the mouth ofthe 

‘'Buphrates was expanded by politicians and strate- 
gists on paper until it became an effort to take an 
inland city nearly 500 miles from the British base 
and able to draw upon the great military resources 
oft Turkey for reinforcements, | 

The consequences of these two failures are not con- 


daring and reckless attempts to attain what might 
have been of inestimable value if won, but were in 
the hands of the enemy at the outset. 

_ But the moral effect of the failures all over the 
east cannot be exaggerated. German prestige will 
profit mightily. British prestige in India, and more 
particularly in Egypt, will correspondingly fall. If 
there is any Arab activity it is likely to be in Egypt 
and in Tripoli, and against, not on behalf of, the 
British. 

The Mesopotamian expedition appears to have been 
_petter led than the Gallipoli venture, but we know 
relatively little of the details. There remains also 
the grave possibility that the Turks may yet bag one 
or both the contingents. Such a success would be 
bound to have serious consequences and might lead to 
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Herrick. 
the Russian Cossacks, whose doings in Bastern Prussia 
in the fall of 1914 must console them when too Many un- 
pleasant truths are being said about Belgian atrocities. 
Very likely the charges against these wild Russian tribes- 
men are true. They have a reputation for ferocity. But 
remembering what went on in Belgium and northern 
France in the summer of 1914, one has somehow less 
interest in the reprehensible activities of Cossack raiders, 
in spite of the well known axiom that two wrongs do not 
quite make one right. Germans have always feared Rus- 
tan “barbarism.” An old folk saying ‘with which to quiet 
c) Ildren used in Prussia not over fifty years ago was, 
“The Cossacks are coming!” It is an antipathy that 
must go back to remote causes in a time when the two peoples were more nearly 
on a “kultur” level than latterly. 
German statesmen seem to have kept alive this almost unreasoning terror 
of the vast “undisciplined hordes” ever ready, as they imagine or tell their 
people, to pour over Germany from the dark east. Some wise men think it 
was this instinctive fear of Russia, of what she might be plotting, what she might 
be able a few years hence to accomplish, that stirred Germany to egg Austria 
on into this war. “If Russia were allowed to complete those strategic railroads 
in Poland already under way, if Russia reorganized and improved her army, if 
Russia developed another ten years in industrial ways as she has developed 
in the past ten,” etc., etc. We all know this sort of hypothetical argument. I 
do not pretend to understand the rights of the question. It is plain enough 
that Germany hates and despises her great neighbor—fears the sheer weight of 
her population in too close proximity as a dangerous influence through “ infiltra- 
tion” in lowering the high standard of German civilization.

F* Russia, according to the German view of things, is manifestly in‘a 


far inferior state of cultural development than herself—truly barbarian— 
and Germany seems to think that this menace of Russian barbarism ought 
to be self-evident to every intelligent western European and American. 


A year or so ago the German propaganda had much to say about this Russian 


menace and the necessity of forming a “ buffer state” between the high kultur 
of Germany and the low barbarism prevailing in Russia. Since those early 
months of German propaganda the world has had to ponder the alternative be- 
tween two sorts of barbarism and decide which kind it might prefer to be over- 
run by—the intelligent, submarine, poison gas sort, or the unintelligent, wild 
Cossack sort. And the world after a year and a half of contemplation and 
pretty thorough instruction, seems at present writing to prefer the more remote 
to the nearer barbarian. It may possibly not be compelled to accept either. 

It is easy enough to understand why the Germans consider the Russians to 
be so obviously beneath them in civilization. For the two races represent cardi- 
nally opposed principles of life. Mr. Stephen Graham in his enticing book, 
“The Way of Martha and the Way of Mary,” has pointed out this antagonism 
between the spirit of the west and that of the east by unmistakably vivid in- 
stances. His is one of the most moving books I have come across in months; it 
makes me long to see Russia and realize a little what that mysterious, obscure 
Slav force is like, as anything Russian of Tolstoi or Gogol or Dostoievs 
always makes me curious about the spirit behind this vast nation. or 

Of course, a German with his tidy cities, his thriftily cultivated fields, his 
industrious and efficient bureaucracy, his excellent technical schools, and all the 
rest that go to make his boasted kultur, must despise Russian filth, poverty, 
ignorance, and graft—also the atrociously inefficient Russian government and 
the primitive industrial conditions. Everything that the German prides himself 
in the Russian ignores, and those things that Russians seem to consider the only 
really vital human interests the Germans often speak of as “ soft sentimentality.” 
What would you? If man is to be considered primarily as a successful 
economic machine and the end of his life the accomplishment of increasing. 
wealth and luxury—of more telephones, telegraphs, fast trains, big shops, huge 
factories, semi-detached cottages, etc., etc., of course Russia lags woefully be- 
hind the western world in the race for the kingdom of heaven. Germany is in 
many respects—and I say this with no belittling intention—the supreme expres- 
sion of human materialism, of the dominant creed of western- Europe that man’s 
first and last duty on this earth is to himself, his first obvious obligation being 
to make his abode healthier, pleasanter, richer, more luxurious.

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- HISTORIC CLUBS | 
OF OLDEN DAYS 
IN GOLF EXHIBIT 


Last Century Models Resemble 
“shinny” Sticks of Youth; 
Some Freaks on Show, 


BY J. G. DAVIS. 

Seoffers who in the early days of golf 
in this country referred toit as “ shinny “ 

would not think they were so wide of the 

mark after looking at an exhibit of an- 
cient clubs now on exhibition at Roth- 
schild’s indoor links. 

This collection ranges from a patri- 
archal puttee made by Jackson in 178 
to a more juvenile creation with which 
Sir Thomas Moncrieff performed doughty 
feats on the links in 1864. Armed with 


“ shinny.” 

- §olidity of construction appears to have 
been the keynote of the clubmakers of 
those days, and even if the clubs lacked 
the scientific features evolved by the 
makers of the present generation, they 
possessed lasting qualities which prob- 
ably permitted of their doing service for 
one or two generations. 


Collected by Robert Forgan. 
The clubs were collected by Robert For- 


of James B. Forgan and David Forgan, 
the Chicago bankers. Wishing to com- 
bine this exhibit with one of their own 
make at the San Francisco exhibition, 
the Burke company of Newark, O., askeJ

makers it would be the ample faces on the 
heads. These are from four to five 
inches in length.

\*hat is viessed as “touch” or “ fel of 
the club," but after an inspection of the 
txhibit one is inclined to believe that the 
polfers who used them knew something 
tbout “stinging ™" the ball, even if they 
knew nothing about the ‘ screaming 
brassies " of their successors. 


Some Unique Exhibits. 

If Douglas McEwan, who made clubs 
im 1797, could inspect the catalog of a 
modern clubmaker he would be lost in 
wonderment at the extensive répertoire 
of the present day. His short spoon, 
which is No, iL in the cut, weighs four- 
teen ounces, is forty inches in length, 
and has a face four inches long. No. 5 is 
a Jackson putter used by the Duke of 
Athol in 1780. It is well loaded with lead 
and has a five inch face. 

That there were dandies who went in 
for style is evidenced by the McEwan 
engraved putter, which is No. 6 in the 
cut.

POKER: EVOLUTION OR 
DECADENCE? i.

and brief. The letter reads as fol- 
lows: : 

“ My Dear Mr. Summerfield: What 
are the essentials of a good poker 
player? How can I become one? 

“JOHN SMITH” 

I take it that the signature is a nom de

The first. of these questions is more 
easily answered; the second may be 
harder. A good poker player must be cool, 
collected at all times; have his facial 
expression under good control, be aggres- 
sive, and'a judge of human nature. 

In answering the second, I will tabu- 
late my reply and try to make it as com- 
prehensive as possible.

First—If you wish to play’ poker ‘ 
don't—unless you play for amusement, 
with your intimate friends, for smell 
stakes. I know this is what the ‘‘ vode- 
vil” people call “ old stuff,’’ but it is the 
best of all advice I can give, neverthe- 
less. 

I do not speak from the experiences 
of the “ horrible example,”’ either. Poker 
owes me nothing. My winnings at the 
‘game likely overbalance my losses, but 
4d know plenty of people with whom the 
reverse is the case. Having moralized 
sufficiently we will now’ proceed.

Second—Poker is largely a matter 
of temperament.

| Humorous Excuses Often Are 


Made by Losers of No 
Decision Bouts. 


‘BY RAY C. PEARSON. . 

If there is any line of sport in whicb 
the alibi for defeat is always on the tip 
of the tongue of the ope concerned 
itis boxing, and some of the excuses 
offered are humorous. When a scrap- 
per goes to another city to make a fight 
in these days of no decision contests he 
always returns to the home town, where 
he naturally is a hero, with the story of 
the battle. : 

_Of course, if the newspaper scribes who 
pick the winner award him the honor or 
if he scores a knockout, making the alibi 
unnecessary, he usually is satisfied to 
play the part of the modest hero, But 


loser, that’s an entirely different matter. 
The losing scrapper must keep up his end 
at home and so he spills the conversation 
about how the verdict should have gone 
to him instead of his opponent. 


No-Decision Bouts Cause. 
Much has been said about the -unsat- 


If decisions were permitted the loser 
would have little chance to pull the stuff 
that he had been treated unfairly by the 
riewspaper scribes. For instance, if a 
referee had decided against a boxer, that 
boxer, even in his own bailiwick, would 
have a hard time convincing anyone-that 
the verdict was out of line and as for 
claiming the referee was a robber—well; 
that old gag is worn out and nobody be- 
lieves a scrapper who claims that a ref- 
eree robbed him of the decision. 
Of course, all.the critics who sit at the 
-ringside do not see a fight the same way 
Especially is this true if a pair of mitt 
swingers are evenly matched and fight a 
‘close battle. That's the reason there 
often are conflicting decisions and the re- 
porters cannot be blamed. They are writ- 
ing the scraps as they see them. While 
these conflicting reports aren’t always 
agreeable to the boxers there are lots of 
,times when some of them are just tickled 
to death when the writers do not agree on 
the results of contests. ! 


Picks Favoring Paper. 
For. instance, a boy who fought in a 
New York ring recently was adjudged a 


critics at the ringside. It happened, how- 
ever, that-one reporter in Gotham called. 
the bout a draw, while another gave the 
verdict to the boy the majority had. de 
clared loser. : 
the papers the next morning and read 
them all. Then he wert out again and

I have to laugh at 
some of the remarks made by the Englishmen 
when we were at Valcartier. They used to say: 
“Wait until we get to England and see the fine 
camp that we get there.” Believe me, Valcartier 
Was a palace to this place, and if anybody opens 
his mouth about how fine England is, let him have 
one in the jaw. Canada is good enough for me. 

T have lots of time now, so I think I'l! put in a 
few remarks about London. All the streets there 
are very narrow, but there is lots of traffic. They 
have very few street cars, mostly motor busses 
that hold thirty or forty people. When I was in 
London for four days’ leave I went up with one 
of the men in my section, a civil engineer, who 
is very well acquainted. He certainly was able to 
show me a good time. 


Nov. 30—Still ¢ompany orderly sergeant until noon, 


then went on picket. Tig: guard camp blew down 
during the night and otr ten prisoners made a 
dash to get away. We had a general mixup, but 
managed to get them all back. When we landed 


_ here we started the platoon drill, and I will say 


that you can move men quicker than in the old 
company drill. A company is twice the size of the 
old company and is divided into four platoons, 
with an officer fin charge of each and a sergeant 
second in command. Each platoon is divided into 
four sections. A section would be the same as a 
squad in the old drill under a section commander. 


_ After we got this new drill all down fine the war 


office put us back to the old drill. The only 
reason I can make out is this, that in platoon 
drill the officer controls the fire and in the old 


drill the section commander controls both fire 


and men. Go far we have had a few night attacks 
and are supposed to have three marches a week 
of from fifteen to twenty miles, and we ought to 
go out three nights a week. We are having such 
bum weather that we have got in very little of 
this drill. It begins to look now as if;we would 
not get out of England before spring, but when 
we do get out we will give Germany a chance of 
defending her ground. I have sent Harry a pic- 
ture of the picket that I was on at Shrewton. 1 
hope he sends me some cigarets, as the smokes 
we get over here are very punk. Mother writes 
that she hasn’t heard from me for over a month. 
I have written her every week. I wonder if the 
postoffice department would be holding up mail.

We have 
not done any drill for twenty-seven days—nothing 
but fatigue, and the fellows are beginning to get 
up in the air. I certainly do not Slame them, 
for I would not do the damn. work. As far as 
our training is going, they are a damn sight 
worse in this country than they were in Canada 
at Valcartier. We are going to get dished out 
with new uniforms very soon. I would not tell 
this to anybody, but I happened to see them with 
my own eyes. There has been so much talk of 
new uniforms and so much dclay in getting them 
that the men won't believe it until they actually 
have them on their backs. 

Our training is a joke. They will have t6 ship 
us to France or there will be a mutiny. There 
is discontent everywhere you go, but you cannot 
blame the men. They are O. K. The jokes are 
the officers. A bunch of officers of the Fifth have 
tried to resign. Once they get the thing going 
and the men begin to get wise the British govern- 
ment will have their hands in a mess and that 


is all we need to,make them move us. That's 
‘how the Princess Pat's got to France—by raiging 


hell. Some of the Canadian papers say that the 
Thirteenth will be the next battalion to go over. 
I am not worrying about it at all, for the Four- 
teenth is in much better shape than the Thir- 
teenth. The Thirteenth is aout as poor a bunch 
as any, but the colonel has a good pull I feel 
sure that the next bunch that leaves here will be 
the Fourteenth battalion. 

The sergeant major told me on Christmas that 
we would leave for France’ on the 19th of this 
month to go to a place about eighty miles from 
Paris and undergo two months training. He said 
that one brigade would be taken, ani as this is 
four battalions, the Fourteenth is certain to be 
among them. 

The next Englishman who talks to me about 
England is going to get it. They told me to wait 
and see England at her best, but we are seeing 
her at her worst, and I don't care to see any 
more. If it had not been for Sam Hughes’ we 
would have been at the Turks with the Australian 
and New Zealand bunch.

The French troops broke and left 
us, Even the artillery retreated and in some cases 
left their guns. The Germans came through the 
French Innes and got in rear of the Thirteenth 
battalion. They refuse to let me return to my 
battalion. At 7 o’clock I saw the orderly captain 
of the hospital and after talking to him for a while 
I got permission to go. About 7:30 I got on one of 
the ambulances and got up to our brigade head- 
quarters, where I saw the regimental sergeant 
major He told me where my platoon was and 
that the rest of the company was w:jed out. | 
ran into my platoon about 9 p. m. just as they were 
changing their position. As we were digging our- 
selves in we spotted the Germans digging them- 
selves in. We opened fire on.them and they retired 
about 1,000 yards. We had got half of our 
trenches dug by this time and we then advanced 
about $00 yards and dug another trench. The Ger- 
man artillery played hell with us al! night long 
and kept knocking our trenches down as fast as 
ave could build them up. As far as our own arti!- 
lery is concetned we can hear only one gun going 
off; there is no artillery here to help us and the 
Germans have it most their own way. They 
started to a>: ance and were coming !n hundreds 
and thousan s in mass formation.

The Elements of Cookery. 


YOUNG woman who signe herself 

by a name which means truthful- 
/ ness, omitting her address, writes 

the letter which is the text of this 

article. It is taken for this pur- 
pose because froni time to time letters 
similar to it are received and because 
there is constant need to emphasize the 
fact that cooking is a serious business, 
much more worthy of weighty considera- 
tion than one person in fifty imagines. 
Miss Truthfulmess says: 

“ Knowing nothing absolutely about the 
art.elled domestic science, I write to ask 
you in particular regarding that part of it 
that deals in cooking. How may I be- 
come a proficient and at the same time a» 
economical cook—that is, without attend- 
ing a school, as I am employed during the 
day? The cook books I have glanced 
through seem to be for people who know 
something about cooking. I know not the 
difference between, if there is any, a pot 
and a kettle, and desire speedily to get rid 
of this ignorance. How are the knives, 
forks, and spoons placed on the table and 
‘at which end does one start to use them? 
When invited to luncheon what is the best 
thing or things to order? When invited 
fordinner? Some timein your valued col- 
umn will you kindly give advice to those 
devoid of knowledge (there are still a few 
of us who admit it)?’’ 

Of course Miss Truthfulness does not 
realize that it would require not only a 
book but several of them to answer her 
questions, but lam going to mention some 
worth getting and such as she would have 
to buy if she went to school But Miss 
Truthfulnmess must realize that nothing 
worth while can be learned without effort 
and expense of time or money, or both. 
and that it requires much more deter- 
mined effort to study things out alone 
thap with others and under a teacher. 
Here are some books to start with which, 
if she will read over and over and think 
over, she will learn a great deal without 
any other help, especially the first one: 


Boynton Child. 


* How to Cook and Why,” by Condit and 
Long. teachers in household sacience ip 
Pratt institute, one of the leading institu- 
tions in the country of ite kind 9 The book 
costs $1 and is 1 Harper’s Home Exco- 
nomic series. 

“The Efficient Kitchen,” by Georgie 
This costs $1.2 and is 
published by McBride, Nast & Co. Miss 
Truthfulnees does not need this until she 
has made some progress in her studies. 

“Table Service,” by Lucy G Allen, 
wil) answer all the questions about laying 
the silver and the serving of all kinds of 
meals, and a great deal about care and 
preparation of foods, eta. It costs $1.25 
and is published by Little, Brown & Co. of 
Boston. Miss Truthfulness might epend 
an evening studying this latter ina library 
if she can spend the time and wants to 
save the price. If she went to school she 
might have to spend more for one term’s 
text books than these cost. 

Miss Truthfulness would do well to send 
to the superintendent of documents. 
Washington, D. C., and ask for a list of 
the bulletine which the government has 
prepared on foods and cookery and then 
to send to the same piace for those in 


which she is most interested and can 


spend time studying. A large number f 
them contain recipes and most of them 
cost but 6 centa Different ones are men- 
tioned in this column every little while, 

If she will send me a stamped and ad- 
dressed envelope I will tell her the name 
of a free sales catalogue which hae pic- 
tures of all the common household uten- 
gilg as well as the price. From this she 
can learn, for instance, the difference be- 
tween a Berlin kettle, a preserving kettle 
and a saucepan. The pot and the kettle 
of today is rather a kettle and a saucepan, 
the latter being a kettle with a k ng han- 
dle instead of a bail. It is important to 
know the names and uses of different pans 
and know when a pan is for dry roasting 
and when for moist—there is a good deal 
of difference. 

But I have no more space for general 
matters this time and none for the preach- 
ment I want so much to give. As to Miss 
Truthfulness being without knowledge, 
I want to say that women who have 
cooked for years are constantly thanking 
goe for writing about something they dia 
not know before. 


On Making Coffee. 

How to make coffee is one of the first 
things many young women want to know. 
One can write a book on thissubject. But 
to be brief, the best and most wholesome 
coffee is not boiled. All coffees not boiled 
are really drip coffees, no matter how the 
water is applied, whether by percolating 
or by some similar method. For some 
purposes coffee is sometimes soaked. 

There are a large number of people, I 
judge from letters I have received now 
and then, who do not succeed with a per- 
colator, perhaps because they donot care- 
fully follow the directions which should 
always go with it. Any one who knows 
how to make drip coffee will make it good 
if they have nothing but a vase, a strainer, 
and a cloth. There is an inexpensive de- 
vice on the market that is particularly 
good and sanitary and can be imitated 
at even less expense, but the imitation is 
always awkward. A rag or cloth is not 
used, but an excellent substitute. 

Any drip or percolated coffee is likely 
to have the requisite strength If the cof- 
fee is pulverized. It is a great economy 
to use this coffee, Greek coffee as it were, 
but it should be kept in a glass jar as 
nearly air tight as possible, and this jar 
ghould be closed immediately after any 
thes been taken out. 

‘Made in. the most economical way and 
Witte powdered coffee, one even tablespoon

A famous cooking teacher once said she 
could give a whole lecture on the right 
knife to use for the right thing. Any 
hardware dealer will show eae woman what 
knives he has and what to use for what. 
It is not economy to use poor kmives; good 
ones will last a lifetime, and if used in 
the right way will not require sharpening. 
No knife was ever sharpened on the edge 
qf a stove. In turning food ina frying pan 
a steel case knife with round point should 
be used, unless the teller knife, which fs 
the best for turning afl kinds of cakes, can 
be used. It spoils a knife which is used 
for cutting to use it for such things. 

No one should attempt to cook without 
the graduated measuring cup. A cup in 
‘all modern accurate recipes means this 
measure. The old recipes gave a “ cof- 
fee cup” or a “teacup,”’ but we work 
more accurately today. We also make 
e larger number of different dishes.

The best idea that has recently been 
worked out in this matter of cookine 
cereals is that it is just as well to start 
them in cold water as in hot, and in just 
the same allowance, from two and » 
half times up, By starting them in cold 
water and stirring them all the time untii 
they reach the boiling there is less 
danger of their having any lumps. They 
all need more cooking than is commonly 
allowed, and after being well started over 
the fire they can be finished in a double 
boiler over a small amount of fire, and
